designate Tuesday, September 10, 2013, as the time ordered by the
House of Representatives for said election.

Mr. Binienda of Worcester, for said committee, then reported that
the order ought to be adopted. Under suspension of the rules, on
motion of the same member, the order was considered forthwith; and it
was adopted.

Papers from the Senate.

The House Bill establishing a sick leave bank for Richard Slayman,
also known as Rick, an employee of the Massachusetts Department of
Transportation (House, No. 3378), came from the Senate passed to be
engrossed, in concurrence, with amendments in line 2, after the word
“Slayman”, striking out the words “, also known as Rick” (inserted by
the House committee on Bills in the Third Reading), in line 5, after the
word “Slayman” (the first time it appears), striking out the words
“, also known as Rick” (inserted by the House committee on Bills in
the Third Reading) and also in line 5, after the word “Slayman” (the
second time it appears), striking out the words “, also known as Rick,”
(inserted by the House committee on Bills in the Third Reading); and
striking out the title (as changed by the House committee on Bills in
the Third Reading) and inserting in place thereof the following title:
“An Act establishing a sick leave bank for Richard Slayman, an
employee of the Massachusetts Department of Transportation.”.

The amendments were referred, under Rule 35, to the committee on
Bills in the Third Reading.

A Bill amending the charter of the city of Holyoke to limit the num-
ber of terms served by the president of the city council (Senate, No. 956)
(on a petition) [Local Approval Received], passed to be engrossed by
Senate, was read; and it was referred, under Rule 7A, to the committee
on Steering, Policy and Scheduling.

A communication from the Massachusetts Gaming Commission
(under the provisions of Section 9B of Chapter 128A of the General
Laws) submitting proposed changes to 205 CMR 4.00 and 6.00 relative
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to running horse racing and pari-mutel rules for thoroughbred racing,
harness racing and greyhound racing (Senate, No. 1780), was referred,
in concurrence, to the committee on Consumer Protection and Profes-
sional Licensure.

A petition (accompanied by bill) of Michael O. Moore for legisla-
tion relative to indictments and proceedings before trial, came from the
Senate referred, under suspension of Joint Rule 12, to the committee
on the Judiciary.

The House then concurred with the Senate in the suspension of said
rule; and the petition (accompanied by bill, Senate, No. 1779) was
referred, in concurrence, to the committee on the Judiciary.
